Rioting and Bloodshed Follow the 


Blrlk* at Hull—The Police Take 


- Hand «nd Hold All lh» 


Trumps in the Deck. 


LomiOK, April 
8.—A strike that 


threatens to prove serious in its con 
quences has been started at Hull, the 
well-known shipping port In York- 
shire, For some time past some of the 
•hipping companies have been employ- 
ing nonunion laborers to work in load- 
ing and discharging thair vessels. This 
caused great discontent among the 
members 
of 
the 
Dock 
Laborers' 


union uud a few days 
ago 
the 


unionists 
went ou 
strike. 
Quite 


a 
large 
number 
of 
nonunion 


men went to Hull to take the place* of 
strikers and work about the docks, and 
work was proceeding satisfactorily 
til yeaterday, when the striken M- 
sutned an offensive attitude, and by 
threats and other means of intimida- 
tion succeeded in completely blocking 
work on every vessel in port with one 
exception. This exception was the 
steamer Moutebello, upon which a 
large number of nonunion men had 
been 
employed 
for 
gome 
til 


past. 
A crowd 
comprising several 


thousand 
hooting 
and 
yelling 


strikers and their sympathizer* pro- 
ceeded to tlie-dock at which the Mont*- 
bello was Iring and made a determined 
attagk upon the ojectionablo laborers. 
The 
nonunioniflts were not easily 


frightened, however, and, though they 
were largely outnumbered, they suc- 
ceeded for a time in holding the dock 
against their assailants. The latter, 
however, were determined to compel 
them to cease work, and in this they 
finally succeeded. The striker* then 
made an effort to capture the steamer. 


In the meantime the police, who do 


not seem to have grasped the serious- 
ness of the situation, appeared on the 
scene. 
The mob," inflamed by their 


previous victory, paid little attention 
to the orders of the police to disperse, 
and when the officers attempted to en- 
force their orders, the strikers turned 
upon and attacked them. A severe 
conflict followed, which resulted in the 
mob being driven back and off tbe 
dock. 
In the struggle several men 


were more or less injured. 


The strikers then turned their at- 


tention to the office of the shipping as- 
sociation, which is an association ot 
shipowners. Armed with stones Bad 
bludgeons, they made an attack upon 
the building in which the omces are 
located. The police this "time were 
promptly on the scene, and another 
conflict ensued when they attempted 
to disperse the mob. The officers were 
by this time aware of the fact that a 
considerable riot was in progress, and 
they laid about them right and left 
without mercy. The strikers were 
cowed by the determined attitude of 
the police, and though they resisted, it 
was only in a half-hearted way. 


Finally the 
officers succeeded In 


breaking up the* riotous crowd, and a 
semblance of order waa restored. 


The streeta along the water front 


are filled with strikers discussing the 
situation, and many threata are made 
that under no clrcumstanoM would 
^bey %llow nonunion men to be em- 
ployed ID handling ships' cargoes. 
It 


Is thought that further trouble will oc- 
cur, and the authorities have taken 
particular precautions to suppreu any 
iisorders that the striken may at- 
tempt. 


Late last evening the dock laborers 


union of Hull issued an appeal to sim- 
ilar unions in London, Liverpool and 
Glasgo, req nesting them to unite with 
the Hull union in a fight against the 
•hipping federation. 
. 


No steamers were able to get away 


yesterday except those who had their 
cargoes aboard before the trouble oc- 
curred, and the entire shipping trade i* 
at a standstill. 


Among the companies affected by the 


itrlke is the Wilson line, some of the 
steamers of which are in the American 
trade. Mr. Charles H. Wilson, one 
of the owners of the line, has incurred 
the special enmity of the striker* bj 
his attitude toward the union, and 
maiiy threata are made against him. 
Mr. Wilson represents West Hull in the 
tionse of commons, and the police will 
see to it that the threats are not put 
into execution.

The Downfall ot an Educated Kan, la 


Every Keanmt a Oenttaman. 


CHICAGO, April 8.— As three tall, fine- 


looking man stepped out of McCoy's 
hotel to the 'Dearborn-street sidewalk 
at noon yeaterday, there was not a 
passer-by who suspected for an instant 
that one of them was on his way to be 
incarcerated in an insane hospital. 
Yet that was the case. The hand- 
some, well-dressed, intellectual-looking 
man In the middle was John J. Blake, 
until a few days ago the superintend- 
ent of the Indiana institute for feeble- 
minded persons. Mr. Blake left the 
.nstitute on account of confessed per- 
sonal acts of a very questionable na- 
ture. 
His resignation waa tendered 


and accepted by the governor who kept 
;he affair from the public as long aa 
possible. 


Dr. Swearlngen, the family physician 


of Blake, who accompanied him to this 
:ity, ascribed Blake's downfall to 
whisky. Dr. Swearingeu says the man 
tad been drinking very heavily for the 
last half year. Dr. Swearingen tele- 
rraphed for D. Smith, of the Eastern 
lospital for the Insane at Richmond, 
and Dr. Smith arrived Thursday night, 
and yesterday the two physicians took 
Blake to Richmond to examine into his 
sanity. 


('lf Mr. Blake were not insane he 


would nevor be guilty of what he is 
charged with," said Dr. Smith. 
'-For 


rears I have known him to be an edu- 
cated man and in every respect a gen- 
ilenian. He has been troubled with 
nsomnia for some time, and that has 
irobably caused insanity. 
He has not 


,he least idea that we question his 
sanity. We are with him because we 
are his old friends, and we will do all 
we can for him."

State* baa taken vigorous action in re- 
gard to the outrages on American citf- 
lens at Marzovan, in the Turkish, do- 
minion*, and the violation of the math 
of the United States legation. The 
facts of tbe ease are a* follows: On the 
10th 
of January lo*t a number of sedi- 


tious 
placards 
were 
distributee 


throughout the region of Marzovan and 
Couarea, in the center of Alia Minor. 
On account of alleged seciltioHs motive! 
existing among; the Christiana, the 
Turkish authorities, ascribed the au- 
thorship of these placards to the stu- 
dents of Anatoba college, an American 
educational institution at Marzovan. 


On the night of the 2d of February 


the seminary of this institution was 
fired and burned to the ground. There 
was strong circumstantial evidence to 
show that this was done with the full 
knowledge If not by the direct act ol 
the Turkish officials. The condition of 
American* in that place became so 
critical that United States Consul Mile 
A. Jewett was dispatched thither from 
Sevia and the Americans in that dis- 
trict have been under his protection 
ever since. 
Dispatches passing be- 


tween Minister Thompson and Consul 
Jewett at. Marzovan have been re- 
peatedly violated and formal complaint 
of this fact has been made by the 
American minister to the sublime 
porte. 


Demands for redress made to the 


Turkish authorities were met by 
counter demands onHheir side that the 
alleged seditious movements of tbe 
American students should first be in- 
vestigated and determined upon before 
any efforts were made to discover the 
perpetrators of the outrages complained 
of. 


Secretary Graslmm has cabled to 


Minister Thompson at Constantinople 
a strong expression of the 1'resident's 
views on the outrages and demanding 
not only prompt reparation for the 
burned seminary, but the punishment 
of all parties found guilty in the mat- 
ter. Minister Thompson is instructed 
that no allejred prior aota of students 
are to affect the rights of this govern- 
ment 
in 
the 
premises. Minister 


Thompson is charge to give renewed 
attention to the matter, and to dispatch 
a special messenger, if necessary, to 
Consul Jewett, and see to the inviola- 
bility of the correspondence. The min- 
ster is to act promptly and advise the 
department by cabl e. No effort is to 


relaxed in securing the legal rights 


of our citizens in Turkey. 


It is understood to be the policy of 


the United States to make this Marzo- 
van incident a test case in onr rela- 
tions with Turkey. There are at the 
present time more than 200 American 
citizen residing in the Turkish empire 
who have the management of property 
to the value of over $S,000,00(1.
